THE SUN'S HEAT.—In a r jceiit lecture 


on Solar Physics, at the Royal Institution, 
Sir William Siemens gives his reasons for 
setting tbe temperature of the photosphere 
of the sun at about 2,800 degrees C., in- 
stead of about 10,000 degrees, where Ro- 
setti and other late investigators put it. 
He agrees in this lower estimate with 
Violle, St. Clair, Beville (?), and Sir Wil- 
liam Thompson, and thinks the solar 
temperature cannot much, if at all, exceed 
that of the most powerful electric arcs. 
He recognizes fully the fact that a tem- 
perature higher than 3,000 C. would be 
absolutely conclusive against his theory 
that the solar heat is due to the recom- 
bination or burning of compound gases at 
tbe surface of tbe sun. He bases bis es- 
timate of the solar temperature upon 
three foundations: First, tbe behavior of 
a carbon rod and a small gas flame in the 
focus of a reflector exposed to the sun ; 
second, on a comparison 
between the 


spectra of various lights, for instance, the 
Argand burner, an incandescent lamp, 
tbe electric arc, and the sun itself, as 
observed by Langley on Mt. Whitney; 
third, upon experiments on the relation 
between temperature and radiating power, 
made ' by means of a long platinum wire 
heated by an electric current.—New York 
independent.

With an honorable and distinguished 


professional career thus opening before 
him, a favorite in souiety botli from his 
talents and his character, young, high- 
spirited and full of energy, it seemed 
that happiness had been provided for him 
by bis own merits and a kind Providence. 
But there now occurred an episode in his 
life which cast upon him a never-ending 
iorroiv. Ha became engaged to be mar- 
ried to a young lady in Lancaster, who has 
been described to me. by persons who 
knew her, as a very b'eautiful girl, of 
singularjy attractive and gentle disposi- 
tion, but retiring and sensitive. 
Her 


father, Robert Coleman, Esq., a wealthy 
citizen of Lancaster, entirely approved 
of the engagement. 
After this connec- 


tion bad existed for some time, she sud- 
denly wrote a note to her lover and asked 
him to release her from the engagement. 
There is no reason to believe that their 
mutual 
feelings had 
in 
any degree 


changed. 
He could only reply that if it 


was her wish to put an end to their en- 
gagement, he must submit. This oc- 
curred in the latter part of the summer

A correspondent of tha Brooklyn, N ¥ , 


2 twos gives this very fair description of 
the .lives of farm1 laborers id Mngland. 
.Ho snys; 


Most of the land IM this country is 


Jarrned by renters, who pay from $5 to 
*10 per aero annually for this privilege. 
When iand commanding this rent changes 
hands, which is very seldom, it brines 
from f 150 to $225 an acre. Horses used 
in farm work are usually of the massive 
build so common here, and range in price 
from $200 to $400. A good milch cow 
with c«lf is worth $150. 
Farm laborers 


earn from $3.25 to $4 a week, and fre- 
quently have to support large families out 
of this pittance. During harvest, which 
lasts from a month to six weeks, the 
farmer contracts with his hands to work 
for him the whole time, putting in about 
eighteen hours of hard labor a day for 
$25, with $5 extra for beer. At this 
period the weekly wages is, of course, 
suspended. 
The marvel is that these 


farm laborers, are able, on their small in- 
come, to keep up such a good appearance. 


The man has a good suit of black in 


which to go to church on Sundays, and 
his wife sits by his side attired with equal 
neatness and comfort, and they both, with 
their children also, present a tidy and 
well cared for look as you see them on 
the streets during the wee'k. 
Their dwel- 


lings, viewed from the outside, are sug- 
gestive of anything but poverty or dis- 
tress. 
They are of humble dimensions, 


to be sure, but the windows shaded with 
imitation lace curtains as many of them 
are. and lit up by (lowering plants, pre- 
sent a really beautiful appearance, and 
whet tho appetite for an inside view. 
\Vithiu you find almost invariably, clean- 
iness and good cheer, and what is still 
better, an all-pervading home feeling. 
The house looks all over as though it were 
occupied by those who felt it a privilege 
.o live there, and were bent on making 
he place something beyond n mere shel- 
ter. 
That this class make their small 


iiirnings serve them so well, is owing to 
>uveral reasons. 


Rents are very low, these tasteful dwel- 


ings costing them, with a small garden 
ittached, from $10 to $20 a year. Clo- 
thing, too, costs, less than one-half what 
t docs in America, and is more durable. 
I'he schooling of the children amounts 
scarcely to anything. For the first child 
'our cents a week must be paid, for the 
iccond, two cents, and for the third two 
cents, and all the other little ones in the 
nmily go to school free. 
In return for 


his sum the children get a free education 
ind have all their books found them. 
'hose laborers suffer most in the matter 
>f eating. They get enough, such us it 


, but it is of a kind that the j.iorest in 


America would look upon with contempt. 
For breakfast and tea the bill of fare is 
bread and dripping, the latter a cheap 
subfttitue for butter. 
For dinner, a vege- 


table pudding is usually tha order of the 
day, and I am creditable informed that if 
these people can get meat in the shape of 
a little fat pork, two or three times a 
week, they consider they art living on the 
fat of the land.

points out that the functions of trees in 
streets are not limited to acting as screens 
for sun-s'.iunning wayfarers,—they temper 
the heat and serve as a protection against 
dust: the evaporation from their leaves 
tends to keep the surrounding air oool 
and moist, and, as one of the best means 
of refreshing the air of a sick room is to 
place in .it plants and branches, and 
sprinkle them with water, a like effect is 
produced by trees. Sunlight is necessary 
to health ; but trees, if not too thickly 
planted, do not intercept sunlight,—the 
continual vibration of their leaves and 
swaying of their branches admitting the 
light every instant and in sufficient meas- 
surc, serving, moreover, to protect the 
eyes from the noonday glare. 
So far 


from trees impeding the circulation of 
air, they help to purify it; the evapora- 
tion from their leaves determines a cur- 
rent from above, and the fresh air thus 
brought down assists iu driving away tbe 
heated and dust-impregnated gases of the 
streets. 
Another useful property of fo- 


liage is that, while in hot, dry weather it 
moistens the surrounding atmosphere, 
thus rendering it fitter to breathe, this 
ufiuct, which is due to evaporation, ceases 
in wet wc-ithcr.

BARNEOAT CITY, July 31,1883. 


The strip of beach between Barnegat 


bay and the ocean, known as Long Beach, 
has on its extreme northern point Barne- 
gat City, a place famous as a favorite re- 
sort of hunter; and fishermen. Barnegat 
city has its peculiar attractions. It has 
no Burgess or other chief officer; it 1ms 
no council, no aldermen, no justice of the 
peace, neither constable nor police, no 
prisons nor lock-ups, neither, we believe, 
any voting precincts within its limits.

Sans Souci <ind the Oceanic, provide for 
the welfare of those who come here for 
pleasure or for rest. The Oceanic was 
opened three years ago; it is situated 
on the side of the beach facing the ocean; 
originally it was built four bundled feet 
from the surf, but the waves have eaten 
away the sand so that at the present 
time it is not more that fifty feet from 
the hotel to the ocean, and fears are en- 
tertained that the hotel will be under- 
mined.

a jetty into the sea in hopes that it will 
stay the onslaught of tbe waves, hut they 
are not certain that this will accomplish 
the desired result.

A U It CAT NEW WAR WEAPOK. 


A dispatch from Reading, of the 24th 


ult., to the New York Tribune, thus 
speaks of a wonderful gun made at the 
Scott foundry in that city :—"What is in- 
tended to be one of the greatest improve- 
ments in modern warfare is the Lyford- 
Haskell multicharge gun, which was fin- 
ished at the Scott foundry in this city to- 
day. 
It has been undergoing construc- 


tions for over two years, and to-morrow 
will be shipped to New York, and thence 
to Sundy Hook. There it will be tested 
in the presence of leading officers of the 
Army and Navy of the United States and 
foreign countries. 
The last .Congress 


made a special appropriation for this pur- 
pose. 
Since the invention of cannon 


400 years ago they have all been con- 
structed on the same principal, that of 
containing all the powder in the breech, 
and the Lyford-Haskell has the first de- 
viation. 
The weapon underneath con- 


tains four pockets which each hold twenty- 
eight pounds of powder, while the breech 
itself only eighteen pounds. 
As the pro- 


iectile starts from the breech the force of 
this 100 pounds of powder is concentrated 
on it, one pocket after another rapidly 
discharging its contents. 
The gun is 


twenty-five feet long and weighs twenty- 
five tons. It is rendered doubly strong 
by a steel lining, and it is thought can 
send a projectile through a solid piece of 
iron twenty-four inches thick. It will 
shoot from twelve to fifteen miles, and is 
intended for both harbor and naval de- 
fence. 
The present gun was manufac- 


tured at a cost of over $50,000, and Mr. 
Ilaskell has personally supervised its con- 
struction. 
The projectiles with which it 


is loaded weigh from 100 to 150 pounds 
each. A company with a capital of .$10,- 
000,000 has been organized for the man- 
ufacture of the gun.

Many women and children are among the 
victims of the earthquake. The theory 
is advanced by Professor Palmiera, di- 
rector of the Meteorological Observatory 
on Mount Vesuvius, that the disaster was 
not due tq an earthquake, but to the sub- 
sidence of the ground. The search of 
the ruins for bodies of victims was con- 
tinued during Tuesday night. 
All the 


jodies recovered 
are buried immedi- 


ately to prevent miasma. An eye-witness 
describes the scene at the theatre in 
Cassamicciola when the earthquake oc- 
curred as an awful one.

DISEASES OF CHILDREN.—It appears 


from tbe annual registers of the dead, 
that about one-half of the children born 
die under 12 years of age, the mortality 
being much greater during the summer 
months than at any other period of tbe 
year. To many indeed this may appear a 
natural evil, but on due examination it 
will be found to be one of our own creat- 
ing. Were the deaths of infants a natural 
evil, other animals would be as liable to 
die young as man; but this is not the 
case. It may seem strange that man, not- 
withstanding his superior reason, should 
thus fall so short of other animals in tbe 
management of his young. But our sur- 
prise will soon cease, if we consider that 
brutes, guided by instinct, never err in 
his respect, while man, trusting solely to 
art, is seldom right. Were a catalogue 
of those children who perish annually by 
art alone, exhibited to public view, it 
would astonish most people.

THE BODBBOMB, 


At tins distance from the scene ol 


action ii is difficult for nn American to 
undcrst'ind the strange infatuation that 
leads the Koman curia to seek to identify 
the prosperity and progress of the Latin 
church in Kurope with the fortunes of the 
Bourbon dynasty. It wan so in Naples, 
in Modcna,in Spainnnd in France,through 
all the \ cissitudes and political struggles 
for the |nst half century, and practically 
this policy seems to be unchanged. 
It 


might Ii ive been supposed that the Ion 
and ten iblo wars between England and 
France, ind between France and most of 
the otln r great powers of Kurope, in 
which tin.' whole aim on the one hand was 
to cxtenil the poiver of the Bourbon dy- 
nasty, a,id on the other band to curb or 
destroy it altogether, would serve to show 
to the lloman Curia the extreme folly of 
identifying the prosperity of the Latin 
church with the liouibou or with any 
monarchical family. 
Such has not been 


the case, however, and now at this lute 


day, 
nfti r the Papal government has en- 


tirely l(^t its own States, iu capital city 
and the whole kingdom of It'ily, and has 
seen the Bourbons driven in disgrace 
from N;i|ili:s, Modcna, Madrid and Paris, 
we still find the Human Curia sympathi- 
zing with the plots and schemes for the 
overthrow of the French Kupublic and 
the restoration of the Bourbon monarchy. 
When tlu Conservatives iu France united 
harmoniously against President Thiers, 
and ele\ated in his stead Marshal Muc- 
Mnhon, that was regarded as a proper 
movement to arrest the headlong course 
of the e-lrcine radicalism under the lea- 
dership of (iamhetta. 
But not satisfied 


with th'H, the Ultramontane faction re 
sorted In all sorts of violent und desperate 
plots and conspiracies to force the des- 
truction of the republic and the restora- 
tion of the stupid and odious house ol 
Bourbon. 
The consequent failure of that 


scheme brought about the final triumpli 
of rndi( .ilism under the 
leadership ol 


(jambetta, which in its turn ran the usual 
course nf French political folly without 
bringing to the surface any other pretense 
of moderation on the part of the Monarch- 
ists and Church party than the same old 
scheme lor the unconditional restoration 
of the litiurbnns as the only hope of the 
church. 
Of course there is no immediate 


danger < >( the success of such plans. 
But 


it it to he regretted that the hopes of tin 
Christi.ui faith in France cannot find 
some i 'iifiilent 
Republican leader to 


arrest Hit; otherwise headlong plunge into 
atheism, infidelity and irreligion. 
His- 


tory seems to bo repeating itself contin- 
ually in Franco, and there are numbers 
who believe that for these follies the 
Latin uerarchy in that country and in 
Home an: quite as much to blame as the 
enemies of the Christian religion. In 
this struggle both parties appear to be 
weakening France, precisely as Prince 
Bismart-i; desires. -The North American. 


HOT WATER. 


The application of hot water to the 


surface lor the relief of pain is an old 
and well-tried remedy. 
The medical 


profession now universally recognizes its 
value. 


At the commencement of a cold the 


mucous membrane of the nostrils often si 
swells a^ to prevent the passage of air 
through them, and the person is compelled 
to breathe through the mouth. The dis- 
comfort may be often removed by hold- 
ing the feet in quite hot water. 
Many a 


severe headache can bo relieved in the 
same way. 


Pains in the bowels may be mitigated 


or removed by applying to them rubber 
bag* of hot waier, or folds of woollen 
cloths n rung out from water as hot as 
can be borne. The same thing is true ol 
face-aches, car-aches, and of most aches 
and pains. 


The piineiplc on which the relief de- 


pends is known by the name of counter- 
irritation. 
The pains in each case are 


due to a congested state of the blood-ves- 
sels. That is. the vessels are unduly 
distended with blood, and thus press 
upon and irritate the neighboring nerves. 


The hot water, by getting up an irrita- 


tion at a distance, enlarges the capillariej 
and thus turns the blood thither, re- 
lieving the pressure at the points of 
pain. 


The quantity of blood diverted, say 


from head to feet, by plunging the latter 
in hot water, may be seen in their ex- 
ceeding redness, every one of their mil- 
lions of capillaries being distended and 
crowded with blood.— Youth's Compan- 
ion. 


While we hear of so ninny substitutes 


for wood as to make the hearts of the 
forest denudation alarmists beat for joy. 
it is very rarely we hear of forests pro- 
ducts being put to a use for which wood 
has been hitherto deemed entirely im- 
practicali'e. 
Such a cas,e, however, has 


just come to our notice, and stnnge to 
say it is not a Yankee invention either, 
and did not originate in the land of wooden 
nutmegs, but is to be credited to the in- 
ventive genius of a New Jersey yonlh. 
It is said : "A Paterson, N. J., mechanic 
named William Sutcliffe, is building a 
steamboat with a wooden boiler, which 
will be placed in the Passaic river above 
the falls in a few days. The boat is a 
propeller, 16 feet long. The boiler is 
trade of a new ale cask and is said to be 
capable- of standing a pressure of 200 
pounds to the square inch. It has already 
been satisfactorily tested at 40 pounds 
pressure. 
This novel boiler is fitted with 


flues, nod the fire, instead of being under, 
is on lop of it, a draught being supplied 
by a. tube from underneath. Mr. Sut- 
cliffe iia thorough and practical mechanic, 
holding n. responsible position in one of 
th» Pajersofi locomotive works. 
It is 


the first time'in history that an attempt 
has been made to. raise steam in a wooden 
boiler, and it looks, as if the experiment 
would £rove a success."

BOttltTlHO MI80ELLAHT. 


The discovery recently reported from 


tlio coal mines of Bully Grecnay, France, 
seems to be a most important one in its 
relation to the antiquity of man. 
In 


piercing a new gallery a cavern was 
broken ope i', which disclosed the fossil 
remains of five human being fairly pre- 
served, together with fragments of arms, 
utensils of petrified wood and of stone, 
and remain; of mammals and fishes. A 
second sub'.errancan chamber contained 
the remain * of eleven human bodies, 
several animals, and a large number of 
various objects, with some precious stones. 
The human bodies were of large size, a 
man from the first chamber measuring 
about seven feet, and a woman six and 
one-half fiet. 
Drawings representing

than a millionth part of a second. This 
is vastly more rapid than our pcrceptior 
of the fl.tsli, as at least one tenth of r 
second niti^t elapse—according to Prof 
Swan—before our sluggish sight can tak 
in the full effect of the light. 
On'ac- 


count of the slowness of our perception 
we never see the light at its real intensity 
Prof. Tail Ins suggested that the ful 
brilliancy nnist be in some degree com- 
parable with the sun, as Wheatstonc's and 
Twan's data prove that the apparent 
brightness <>f the landscape as lit up by 
lightning flush is loss than one hundred- 
thousandth [>art of what it would be were 
the lightning permanent. The apparent 
brightness, it should be mentioned, was 
shown by Swan to diminish in about the 
ratio borne by the length of time the flash 
lasts to the time required for us to per- 
ceive it. 


In North America, the Mississippi 


River drains a land area of about 1,317,- 
000 square miles: the Mackenzie, 442,- 
000 ; and the St. Lawrence, 298,000. In 
South America, the 
Amazon drains 


2,264,000 square miles; and the La Plata, 
886,000. In Europe, the drainage area 
of the Volga, 397,000 square miles; of 
the Danube, 234,000; of the Rhine, 65,- 
000; and of the Elbe, 42.000. In Asia, 
the Obi diaws its water from 9'25,OOC 
square miles; the Venesei, 785,000; the 
Lena, 594,000 , the Amur. 583,000 ; the 
Yang-tze-king, 548,000: the Hoang-ho, 
536,000; the Ganges, 432,000 ; and the 
Indus, 312,000. In Africa, the Nile re- 
ceives its wa ter supply from 520,000 square 
miles of teiritory. 
The volume of water 


the rivers carries to the sea is very far from 
being proportionate to their respective 
drainage aieas 
The discharge of the 


Amazon exc eeds that of the eight princi- 
pal rivers (if Asia together, and is five 
times that of the Mississippi. 


In his experiments at Skerryvore, off 


the west coast of Scotland, dtevenson, 
found the average force of the waves for 
the five summer months to be611 pounds 
per square foot, and for the six winter 
months, 2,0£ 6 pounds. He mentions that 
the Bell Rock Lighthouse, 112 feet high, 
is sometimes buried in spray from ground- 
swells when no wind is blowing, and that 
on November 20, 1827, the spray was 
thrown to a height of 117 feet—equiva- 
lent to a w we-pressure of nearly three 
tons per squ ire foot; while during a gale 
in March, 1845, his dynamometer regis- 
tered a pressure of 6,083 pounds per 
square foot. 
He has also recorded that a 


rock of 42 tons on one of the Hebrides 
was gradually moved five feet in a storm. 
Ilagan has reported the moving by waves 
of a block of'concrete weighing probably 
125 tons.

The causi 


is remote, but the effect is here.
